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ARKANSAS LIBRARY ASSOCIATION 
CONSTITUTION AND BYLAWS 


Officers and Management! 


Section 1. Officers. The officers 
of the Association shall consist of a 
President, a Vice-President, a Secre- 
tary and a Treasurer, to be elected 
as provided in the Bylaws. They 
shall serve until the adjournment of 
the meeting at which their successors 
are chosen. These officers shall per- 
form the duties which usually per- 
tain to those offices in similar organ- 
izations, and others as specified in 
the Bylaws. 


Section 2. Executive Board. 

(a) The administration of the af- 
fairs of the Association shall be 
vested in an Executive Board which 
shall consist of the officers of the 
Association, the retiring president, 
one member elected by the Associa- 
tion at large, and the A. L. A. Coun- 
cilor. 

(b) Meetings of the Executive 
Board shall be held as necessary to 
transact the business of the Associa- 
tion. Five members shall constitute 
a quorum. 


Amendments? 

Section 1. Constitution. This Con- 
stitution may be amended at any 
official business meeting of the As- 
sociation by a two-thirds vote of the 
members present and voting, pro- 
vided that notice of the proposed 
change has been given in the call 
of the meeting. 

Section 2. Bylaws. Any Bylaw 
may be amended or suspended by a 
majority vote of members present 
and voting at any business meeting. 


Nominations and Elections® 


Section 1. Nominating Committee. 
The president of the Association shall 


appoint, not later than one month 
prior to the next regular meeting, a 
nominating committee of not less 
than three members. The committee 
shall nominate one or more candi- 
dates for each elective office and for 
a councilor to the A. L. A., as pro- 
vided in the bylaws of that associa- 
tion. The report of the nominating 
committee shall be submitted to the 
Association at a session preceding 
that at which the election of officers 
is to be held. Any other nominations, 
signed by five members and filed 
with the secretary prior to the elec- 
tion, shall be added to the official 
list of nominations. 


Section 2. Election. If there is more 
than one official nomination for any 
office the election to that office shall 
be by ballot; otherwise, the nomina- 
tion shall be declared closed and a 
vote from the floor taken. A major- 
ity vote shall constitute election. 
When there are three or more nomi- 
nations for an office, and no one can- 
didate receives a clear majority on 
the first ballot, the president shall 
select the two receiving the largest 
number of votes and cause a second 
ballot to be taken for those two. In 
case of a tie vote, the successful can- 
didate shall be determined by lot. 


Section 3. Time. Election of offi- 
cers shall be held at each annual 
meeting. In the event a quorum of 
voting members is not present at the 
session for election of officers, ballot 
shall be taken by mail within twenty 
days following the adjournment of 
this meeting. 


Section 4. No Meeting Held. In 
the event that no annual meeting is 
held, as provided in Article I, Sec- 
tion 3 of the Bylaws, no election

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shall be held and all officers shall 
continue in office until the end of 
the next succeeding official meeting. 


Special Duties of Officers* 

Section 1. President. The presi- 
dent shall, with the advice of the 
Executive Board, appoint members 
of standing committees and such oth- 
er committees as are necessary to 
carry on the work of the Association. 
New and special committees may be 
created, and old committees discon- 
tinued when conditions make such 
action advisable. The president shall 
when possible preside at all meetings 
of the Association and of the Execu- 
tive Board, shall sign all contracts 
ordered by either body, and shall 
approve all orders or bills handled 
by the treasurer. 


Section 2. Vice-President. The 
vice-president shall serve as chair- 
man of the program committee. 
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Section 3. Secretary. The Secre- 
tary shall prepare reports of annual 
or special meetings, and send such 
reports to the A. L. A. Bulletin, the 
Library Journal, and the State Li- 
brary Commission for publication. 


Section 4. Treasurer. The treasur- 
er shall disburse the moneys of the 
Association only upon the order or 
approval of the president. An audit 
of the books of the treasurer shall be 
made by an auditing committee to be 
appointed by the president at the 
time of the annual meeting of the 
Association. 


Section 5. The officers of the As- 
sociation shall deposit all correspon- 
dence, records and archives not need- 
ed for current use in the Little Rock 
Public Library. 


SOUTHWESTERN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION MEETING

Founded November 1922 at Austin, 
Texas, the Southwestern Library As- 
sociation has as its aim: “To promote 
all library interests and services in 
the Southwestern United States and 
Mexico, especially in the states of 
Arizona, Arkansas, Louisiana, New 
Mexico, Oklahoma and Texas.” Mr. 
Marvin A. Miller, director of libra- 
ries, University of Arkansas, Fay- 
etteville, Arkansas, is treasurer of the 
cra for the biennium 1949- 

0. 

The Extension Committee of the 
Southwestern Library Association 
will sponsor a pre-conference insti- 
tute, November 6-7, at the meeting 
in San Antonio. The subject will be 
“Ways and Means of Library Exten- 


sion in the Southwest”. Mrs. Carma 
Zimmerman, librarian, Washington 
State Library, will be the co-ordina- 
tor. 

The consultants will be Essae M. 
Culver, Louisiana Library Commis- 
sion, Irene V. Mason, Arkansas Li- 
brary Commission, Elizabeth Cooper, 
Oklahoma State Library, Sally Far- 
rell, Louisiana Library Commission, 
Mrs. Irene Peck, New Mexico Li- 
brary Commission, and Patricia Pay- 
lore, University of Arizona. 

There will be two meetings each 
day; there is talk of a chuck wagon 
or Mexican supper Monday night, 
and the meetings will be held in San 
Antonio’s colorful La Villita. Regis- 
tration will be $2 and hotel reserva- 
tions should be made soon to in- 
clude the days of the institute.

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AN OPEN LETTER TO LIBRARIANS OF ARKANSAS 


There is a soul-washing beauty in 
poetry that gives satisfaction to every 
generation. The ability to write 
poetry is a godly gift and the poet 
himself is a gem to be treasured by 
succeeding generations. For this rea- 
son, the Arkansas Branch of the 
League of American Pen Women 
was among the first groups to place 
its state in the ranks of those states 
which set aside October 15 as annual 
poetry day. 

For Arkansas this year marks the 
third observance when poems and 
poets have been acclaimed. Every 
librarian knows that if poems and 
their writers are to be remembered 
in the years to come, these works 
must now be preserved in permanent 


form. As president of Pen Women, 
it is my wish that Poetry Day each 
year will mark greater achievements 
in preserving the poems of the past 
and the present so that those readers 
of the future may enjoy them. The 
culture of a people depends, it seems 
to me, on the kindliness of librarians 
in their painstaking work of preserv- 
ing the records of the past on which 
the future may be built. 


If I may add one more wish, may 
it be that everyone will pause long 
enough on Sunday, October 15, 1950, 
to read a poem.

INTRODUCTION TO ARKANSAS POETS! 
By Ruth Arnold Leveck 


Editor’s note: Ruth Arnold Leveck is well known in her own right to Arkansas writing 
circles. A native of Arkansas and a graduate in Public Speaking from the University of 
Illinois, she has been a member of the National League of American Pen Women since 1935. 
Member of the League’s national executive board, 1948-1952, she will attend the national 
board meeting in Washington, D. C., October 9, 1950, as National Chairman of Features, 


1950-1952. 


Contacts with writers and editors on a four-month tour in six .-European countries 


resulted in sales to both British and American magazines. 


A contributor to about forty 


publications, Mrs. Leveck won a first national prize for non-fiction book outlines in 1946, 
and third national place in another non-fiction book contest in 1948. 

Mrs. Leveck was one of the founders of the Arkansas Poets’ Round-Table and the 
Arkansas Writers’ Conference (during her tenure as president, Arkansas branch, NLAPW); 
she also helped to initiate National Poetry Day in Arkansas in 1948. She tells the story of 


poetry day in the article which follows. 


(Part I) 


We still have fellow countrymen 
who have read no Arkansas verse 
since the “Arkansas Traveller and 
Turn of the Tune” of half a century 
ago. If we could only lure them 
through Arkansas towns and trails, 
to meet today’s hundred-odd poets, 
versifiers, rhymsters! You’d love 
them all! 

If I were less enthusiastic about 
drowning out Arkansas’ backwoods 
doggerel with more flattering pat- 
terns, I would not dare to attack this 


subject. Even if I were poet or 
judge (and I am neither), space would 
not permit me to distinguish between 
the jingler and the immortal. After 
all, may not a rhymster of today 
make a poet of tomorrow? In the 
capacity of reporter, I am _ listing 
those who are recognized by critics; 
for prolific output; for popular ap- 
peal; or, because they have been 
called to my attention by some un- 
usual circumstance. Book space 
would be required for a more selec- 


tive picture. 


1 Based upon a speech originally presented to the Pathfinders’ Club, Morrilton,

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Most of us do not expect to carve 
our niche in the hall of fame beside 
John Gould Fletcher. Few have ever 
claimed to be professional poets. But 
does this mean we must leave the 
thrill of fitting choice words together 
entirely to the experts? No more 
than we must leave off cultivating 
rare roses in our back yard. As we 
reach out for beauty, we may enrich 
not only our own personalities, but 
those which touch us. 


In fairness to the majority of the 
poetic line-up, I am filing with the 
Arkansas Library Commission a cur- 
rent list of members of the Poets’ 
Round-Table of Arkansas, which or- 
ganization (founded in 1931) includes 
most of the producing poets. Refer 
to these 125 for further information. 
Send supplementary data to the Arx- 
ansas Library Commission, 50614 
Center Street, Little Rock, Arkansas. 
Six books* on Arkansas poets have 
aided the writer in checking poetic 
history. 


A step toward poetry-conditioning 
the state was made in 1948, when 
October 15 was declared by Governor 
Ben Laney as National Poetry Day 
in Arkansas. Rosa Zagnoni Marinoni, 
first poet laureate of the Arkansas 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, was 
also state poetry chairman for the 
National League of American, Pen 
Women. It was she who, as “founder- 
mother” of the day, arranged the 
christening in the Governor’s office. 
She was accompanied by “god- 
mothers” Lily May Carmichael, then 
Arkansas branch president, NLAPW; 
Agnes Wynne Twitty, state national 
president NLAPW, and poet laureate, 
Arkansas Democratic Women’s Club; 
and Ruth Arnold Leveck, as regional 
chairman of the South Central states, 
NLAPW. I was specially proud to 
see my native state lined up with the 
first eleven states in this cultural 
stride.

Rhapsodic Rosa, adopted Arkansas 
poet, flanked by a state-wide com- 
mittee of sixteen leaders, waged a 
vigorous campaign. There were post- 
ers; coast-to-coast telegrams; special 
poetry columns in periodicals; radio 
presentations; brochure and book ex- 
hibits in stores and schools; verse 
programs; all of which was climaxed 
by a poetry recital at the University 
of Arkansas in charge of Dr. A. H. 
Carter, head of the English Depart- 
ment. Coffee and doughnuts were 
served to people from fourteen towns, 
and there was standing room only. 
(During the summer of 1950 Dr. Car- 
ter conducted a course in “Recent 
Poetry” at the University.) Ted Ma- 
lone, ever kind to Arkansas poets, 
read on his famous radio program 
poems by Edith Grames Schay, who 
is a selling poet and prize-winner, 
and Beverley CGithens Dresbach, 
whose “Kitchen Fire” had radiated 
both heat and welcome to me per- 
sonally in Eureka Springs. This 
poem had won the “Between the 
Book Ends” $50 prize the year before. 
Mrs. Dresbach’s book of poems “No 
Splendor Perishes”, published in 1946 
by the Dierkes Press, was their prize 
volume of 1945. Mrs. Dresbach has 
had poems published in the NEW 
YORK TIMES, RADIO MIRROR, 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE MONITOR, 
and other publications. 


Besides Dr. Carter, Mrs. Twitty 
and Mrs. Dresbach, the poetry day 
committee included Diana Sherwood, 
whose column “Writers in Arkansas” 
in the WRITERS JOURNAL (New 
York) and in the ARKANSAS DEM- 
OCRAT was a helpful source of data 
on present and future poets; W. J. 
Lemke, who will foster anything for 
the good of the writers of the state; 
Vera Blood Fletcher, poet laureate 
of the Women’s Auxiliary, Arkansas 
Medical Society, and first Arkansas 
woman to launch her own radio pro-

volumes of individual poetry brochures. 


by Fred W. Allsopp; Pictures and Poems of Arkansas by Bernie Babcock: and two 
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gram (over station KTHS), on which 
she has read “Scrips and Scraps” of 
her own and other poetry for some 
20 years; Lilith Lorraine, editor of 
DIFFERENT; Bernie Babcock, for- 
mer editor of the SKETCH BOOK, 
and compiler of the first anthology 
of Arkansas poetry, which includes 
some of her own compositions; and 
Marie Morris Rushing, then president 
of the University City Poetry Club, 
organized by Mrs. Marinoni. (Marie 
was cited this year for outstanding 
improvement in literary composition, 
among a small group of students at 
the University of Arkansas.) The 
committee list continues with: Irene 
Mason, Executive Secretary and Li- 
brarian, Arkansas Library Commis- 
sion; Jessie Brown Thomas, who has 
since moved from the state; Fred 
Starr, radio humorist (over station 
KGRH) and newspaper columnist 
who plugs Arkansas poets first; Marie 
Erwin Ward, former president, Poets’ 
Round-Table and a coming poet, who 
prefers sonnets and free verse; Neva 
McMillan Upton, also a former pres- 
ident of the Round-Table, whose 
poem Clement Wood selected as an 
example of a lyric without a flaw; 
Olive Hering Nelson, former presi- 
dent, Poets’ Round-Table, and now 
president, Arkansas branch, NLAPW, 
and a winner of poetry prizes; and 
Glenn Ward Dresbach, of whom we 
shall hear more later. The 1949 
National Poetry Day in Arkansas was 
put over by Chairman Edith Shan- 
non, then president, Poets’ Round- 


Table. 


Rosa Zagnoni Marinoni, the most 
prolific Arkansas poet, keeps hun- 
dreds of poems in the mails, on the 
desks of editors all over the country, 
and continually pouring out through 
her brochures. Her productions 
range from light ones, like “Vacation 
Love”, which ends: 


“For even though he’d given her 
The moon and evening star, 
Once back in town, she married 
A fat man with a car.”

to literary triumphs in the Saturday 
Review of Literature. In one of 
these gems she observes: 


“To the individual 
Life is a whistle stop 
Between eternities.” 


Rosa had literary urges ever since 
her childhood in Bologna, Italy, her 
native country. She used to listen 
from under the table when her father 
talked to such notables as Signor 
Emile Zola or Signor Marconi. When 
Signor Zagnoni was sent to the 
United States by the International 
News Service, Rosa came along, and 
fell in love with Professor Antonio 
Marinoni, head of the Department of 
Romance Languages at the Univer- 
sity of Arkansas. As Mrs. Marinoni, 
she lectured in her dramatic way 
both at home and abroad, where her 
husband served in World War I as 
Educational Director of the YMCA. 
It was an auto accident which left 
her limping and which also turned 
her attention to writing. In bed for 
more than a year, she found writing 
an emotional outlet, and continued 
the habit most profusely after her 
recovery. During the second World 
War, when her first love, Italy, was 
opposing her adopted country, she 
acquiesced in staunch Americanism, 
sent her son Paul to fight overseas, 
and cared for her grandchildren. 
She and her daughter busied them- 
selves with war work, but her hus- 
band never rallied his spirits. After 
Professor Marinoni’s untimely death, 
Rosa married Luigi Passerelli, also a 
professor of Romance languages. 


Her pen, dry for six years, began 
to flow again. She organized a com- 
munity theatre in Fayetteville, and 
directed the plays. She became edi- 
tor of the poetry page in TRIDENT, 
national publication of Delta Delta 
Delta Sorority, and consultant and 
agent for the Authors’ & Composers’ 
Society, as well as the University 
City Club in Fayetteville. Before 
World War II, she had been pub- 
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lished in such magazines as Holland’s 
and Good-Housekeeping; but after 
her renaissance, she had graduated 
to the New York Herald Tribune, 
Radio Mirror, ete. In 1925, Tony 
Wons had quoted her poetry; now, 
Ted Malone reads her. He is quoted 
as saying of her: “Rosa is not afraid 
to call an ugly thing by an ugly 
name”. CONTEMPORARY VERSE 
earlier had described her: “Sparkling 
as an iceberg in the sun, but warm 
as a tropic grotto”. The late Charles 
J. Finger said of her: “She sees life 
about her, and is able to write some- 
thing which causes reflection, even 
though she does not have that mystic 
quality which sees something vague 
and incomprehensible”. 


Among yesterday’s poets, General 
Albert Pike is outstanding. The 
handsome face, framed by dark hair 
which later waved white upon his 
shoulders, was that of the greatest 
Mason who ever lived. He is com- 
memorated by the Consistory and 
the hotel in Little Rock which bears 
his name. He built and for twenty- 
five years occupied the imposing res- 
idence at 411 East Seventh Street, 
where John Gould Fletcher spent his 
childhood, and where the David D. 
Terry home was later established by 
his sister Mrs. Terry. What a co- 
incidence that the two best-known 
Arkansas poets should have lived in 
the same house! Pike came of a 
Puritan family in Boston, Massachu- 
setts, in 1809, the year in which Ed- 
gar Allen Poe was born in this same 
cultural center of New England. 
John H. Ingram in his Life of Poe 
Says that Poe got the germ of the 
“Raven” from Pike’s “Isadore”, pre- 
viously published in the New York 
MIRROR, to which magazine both 
poets were contributing. “Isadore” 
discloses the gentleness of the ex- 
plorer and trapper who described his 
physical hardships in “Prose Sketches 
and Poems”. Does this sound like 
“The Raven” to you? 
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“Thou art lost to me forever—I have 
lost thee, Isadore. 

Thy head will never rest upon my 
loyal bosom more. 

Thy tender eyes will never more gaze 
fondly into mine, 

Nor thine arms around me lovingly, 
and trustingly entwine. 

Thou art lost to me forever, Isadore.” 


Marooned in New Mexico on a 
pioneering expedition to the Pacific 
coast, Pike’s party turned back after 
untold exposure in a desert storm. 
Forced to feed on tough buffalo and 
horse meat, Pike at length reached 
Van Buren, where he wound up 
teaching in a log school house. The 
cabin has since been moved by the 
Arkansas-Oklahoma Grand Lodges to 
Highway 71, where it became the 
“Albert Pike Museum”, a curio shop. 
Pike also built a home in southwest 
Arkansas. 


Pike’s “Poems to Mary”, were writ- 
ten for Miss Mary Ann Hamilton, 
whom he married in 1834. Elected 
Grand Commander of Scottish Rites, 
southern jurisdiction, in 1859, Pike 
authored many Masonic poems. 
“Buena Vista” tells of a battle in the 
Mexican War, in which he served as 
a captain. When he criticized the 
maneuvers of Lieutenant Colonel 
John Roane in an Arkansas paper, 
Roane challenged him to a duel, 
which was held near Fort Smith. 
When two pistol shots did not wound 
either, the surgeons persuaded the 
adversaries to desist. 


A prominent lawyer, Pike fought 
for Arkansas statehood. He built his 
own law library. For forty years of 
his hectic but colorful career, Pike 
lived on five hours of sleep a night. 
After serving as Brigadier-General 
in the Civil War, he went to Wash- 
ington to live, where he died in 1891. 
The Scottish Rites erected a bronze 
statue in the capitol city to his 
memory. 


Pike considered his poetic output 
too large to publish profitably. His 
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poems were published posthumously 
by Allsopp and Pike’s daughter, Mrs. 
Lillian Roome. Allsopp in his “Blue 
Book” speaks of General Pike as a 
poet—‘“of scholarly and imaginative 
genius”. Northern critics banned 
Pike because of his allegiance to his 
adopted South, and of his poems sym- 
pathizing with her. Edgar Allen Poe 
says of his work: “classic, and though 
graceful and picturesque, it lacks 
force”. (How could that be true, in 
a fighting man?) Pike is famous for 
“Every Year”, a melancholy composi- 
tion with a note of hope at the end. 
Albert Pike knew much of death; he 
had fought in two wars, and had lost 
several children in infancy; one by 
drowning, and one in war. The poem 
concludes: 


“Earth’s hold on us grows slighter, 
And the heavy burthen lighter, 
And the Dawn Immortal brighter, 

Every year.” 


Other favorites are: “Hymn to the 
Gods”, “To the Mocking Bird”, 
“Lines Written on a Rocky Moun- 
tain”, “To Spring”, and “To the 
Planet Jupiter”. 


“The Old Canoe”, first published 
anonymously in a Little Rock news- 
paper in 1843, was time and again 
attributed to Pike, the authorship of 
which he stoutly denied. This mis- 
take was a compliment to its modest 
author, young Thomas J. Worthen, 
who wrote under the pen name of 
“Alciphron”, and who is remembered 
by this one poem only. Worthen 
died at the age of 25. The poem be- 
gins: 

“Where the rocks are gray and the 
shore is steep 

And the waters below look dark and 
deep— 


There lies at its mooring, the old 
canoe.” 


The late Fay Hempstead, in 1908 
crowned poet laureate of Free Mason- 
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ry, called Pike “Arkansas’ first great 
writer”. 

Hempstead, a Little Rock native 
(born in 1847), whom I knew as a 
stooped figure at Authors’ & Com- 
posers’ Society meetings, had been 
the third Mason to hold the inter- 
national honor of poet laureate. The 
first was either Alfred Tennyson or 
Robert Burns, we are told. The sec- 
ond was Robert Morris. Hempstead 
is the author of Laureate poems 
and Laureate poems, complete edi- 
tion. 


Hempstead’s poetic career began at 
the age of eight; his first recognized 
poem, “Strewing the Graves”, was 
inspired by the graves in a Confed- 
erate cemetery. The poem was pub- 
lished in a magazine of the Univer- 
sity of Virginia where Hempstead 
was educated. His first volume of 
poems was Random Arrows, 1878, 
When his complete works were pub- 
lished twenty years later, a second 
edition was called for. One of his 
smoothest patriotic outbursts was “A 
Southland Song”: 


“O land for which our Fathers died, 
Land dearer than all else beside; 
Thy praise shall men forever sing, 
Where Fame and Truth their tribute 
bring. 
Thy fate be mine - - - 


The poet was the son of Samuel 
Hempstead, a noted lawyer and post- 
master of the early statehood days. 
He began the practice of law, and 
was appointed Register of Bankrupt- 
cy. In 1871 he married Miss Gertrude 
O’Neal of Charlottesville, Virginia, 
and was the father of seven children. 
In 1881 Hempstead became grand sec- 
retary of the state Masonic Fraterni- 
ty, a position he held for over fifty 
years. 


Josie Frazee Cappleman, native of 
Mississippi, a contemporary of Hemp- 
stead’s, was poet laureate of the 
Grand Chapter, Order of Eastern 
Star of Arkansas, and was honored 
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by many other societies. She was 
author of 37 brochures, which she 
brought out with astonishing regu- 
larity, even in her old age when I 
knew her. She sold these for modest 
amounts. Mrs. Cappleman first be- 
came known for her “Where Do 
Kisses Grow?” published in the De- 
troit Free Press. Our beloved teach- 
er-founder of the Poets’ Round-Table, 
was proud of having taught John 
Gould Fletcher in school. She in- 
spired all her pupils with his inter- 
national success in the poetic art. Her 
favorite among her own poems was 
“Give the Roses Today”, published in 
1931. The poem, one stanza of which 
I quote here, represents an important 
clement in her philosophy: 


“Give me one red rose, while living, 
Fresh from the heart of the dawn; 

Why not more flowers for the living 
And fewer when we are gone? 
Then give me the roses today.” 


Mrs. Cappleman was Poet Laureate 
of the Arkansas branch, NLAPW, and 
honorary life president of the Ark- 
ansas Authors’ & Composers’ Society. 


Clio Harper I remember for his 
wavy blond hair, photogenic face and 
genteel manners. He came from the 
West and became editor-in-chief and 
part owner of the ARKANSAS DEM- 
ORAT. For several years he was 
named poet of the Arkansas Press 
Association. He won literary prizes, 
and was author of some half dozen 
brochures, including some poetry of 
force. 


Along with Harper there were also 
the names of Allsopp, K. P. Alexan- 
der, M. E. Dunaway, Thomas Elmore 
Lucy, George B. Rose, Ethel Curtis- 
Gaffney, Florence Jones Hadley, 
Charles S. Blackburn, C. T. Davis, 
and scores of other poets of the past. 
Most of these names will be recog- 
nized in Arkansas history for ex- 
ploits aside from poetry. 


Alexander was a colorful neighbor 
of ours, who in middle age moved to 
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“Eden-on-the-Heights” with his quiet 
and adoring wife, and took up poul- 
try-raising. A business man of sound 
judgment and a nature-lover, Alex- 
ander considered rhyme superfluous. 
In his offering “Blank Verse”, he 
says in part: 
“In verse the element of rhyme 
Is but a needless, and 
a non-essential aid, 
To minds that quickly comprehend.” 


C. T. Davis was made Poet Laureate 
of Arkansas by a special act of the 
Legislature. He was paragrapher and 
critic for the ARKANSAS GAZETTE 
and his column “Jes’ Ramblin’ 
Around’” was widely read for its 
piquant style. Davis was author of 
two volumes of poems. One of his 
best was “Long-ago Land”, which ap- 
— in his column. It went like 
this: 


“I wonder if Heaven is like 
Long-ago-land— 

Far country that each of us knew— 
Knew, but could not understand 


Till it faded away and was gone 
Down the vistas of vanishing years, 


As dream lands that pass in the 
dawn, 


Rainbowed in tears.” 


Our grief is still fresh for our most 
eminent poet, John Gould Fletcher 
(1886-1950). We regret that plans to 
vote him formally the Poet Laureate 
of Arkansas were not brought up at 
an earlier legislature. The Poets’ 
Round-Table ruled on the measure 
to be passed at the next legislature, 
and had arranged it with Mr. 
Fletcher, never dreaming that time 
would make their fitting action too 
late. The state has had no poet 
laureate since the death of Mr. Da- 
vis. Mr. Fletcher had been engaged 
this summer as director of the Folk 
Festival at the University of Arkan- 
sas, and as guest speaker for the 
annual Arkansas Writers’ Confer- 
ence, held this year at the College of 
the Ozarks. 
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One of Fletcher’s greatest honors 
was his election last year to the 
National Institute of Arts & Letters, 
among only thirteen recruits in the 
combined fields of art, music and 
literature. Membership is restricted 
to 250 native or naturalized Ameri- 
cans “whose works are most likely to 
achieve a permanent place in Amer- 
ican culture”. 


He was cited in 1948 at the National 
Gallery of Art, Washington, D. C., 
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when the musical score to his poem 
“Lincoln” was played by a distin- 
guished symphony. The music used 
was composed by Herbert Elwell of 
the Oberlin Conservatory at Oberlin, 
Ohio, and the composer was awarded 
the $1,000 prize from the Paderewski 
Fund. Both writers were there to 
receive the honors.

OZARK FOLKLORE SOCIETY 


The youthful Ozark Folklore So- 
ciety, now in the second year of its 
existence, has made an excellent be- 
ginning under the inspired leader- 
ship of its founder and first presi- 
dent, the late John Gould Fletcher. 
Because of the many requests for 
copies of Albert Howard Carter’s 
tribute to Mr. Fletcher which they 
received, the officers of the Society 
decided to publish a bulletin. Vol- 
ume one, number one of their pub- 
lication, called “Ozark Folklore So- 
ciety”, bears the date of July 6, 1950. 
At a business meeting of the Society 
held in connection with the second 
annual Folk Festival at the Univer- 
sity this summer, the following offi- 
cers were elected: President, Vance 
Randolph; Vice-President, Otto Ern- 
est Rayburn; Secretary-Treasurer, 
Mary C. Parler. “Aside from elect- 
ing officers the principal business 
was a discussion of ways and means 
to increase membership and main- 
tain the Society on a paying basis. 
It was resolved that all Ozarkans and 
would-be Ozarkans should be mem- 
bers of the OFS.” 


The president, Mr. Randolph, has 
this to say about folklore: 


“Folklore is a body of tradition 
which passes casually from one gen- 





eration to another, chiefly by word 
of mouth. It includes old ballads, 
fireside sayings and proverbs, his- 
tory, play-party jingles, yarns about 
ghosts and witches, and phrases, tall 
tales, games and dances, children’s 
rhymes, and so forth. Such items 
were never taught in little red school 
houses, nor printed in the conven- 
tional history books. But they were 
common property in the early days, 
and the real basis of frontier cul- 
ture. We believe that the Ozark 
region of Arkansas, Missouri and Ok- 
lahoma has a richer store of tradi- 
tional culture than any comparable 
area in the United States. The pur- 
pose of the Ozark Folklore Society is 
to collect such material and deposit 
it in the archives at the University 
of Arkansas, so that these memories 
shall not be lost with the passing of 
the present generation. Progress is a 
fine thing, and we who live in the 
Ozarks are as progressive as anybody. 
But we have not forgotten the pio- 
neers who made this progress pos- 
sible. We do not wish to forget the 
folklore which was an important part 
of the old-timer’s way of life. With- 
out some knowledge of these things, 
it is impossible fully to appreciate 
the merits of our ancestors, or to un- 
derstand the history of our country.” 
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IN MEMORIAM 


KATIE L. PARDEW 


Born 1881 in Alma, Arkansas. She 
was a member of the Lake family, 
prominent in Arkansas society and 
history, and from them derived her 
love of literature and history which 
was to prove a guiding factor in her 
life. She came to Fort Smith as a 
library assistant in 1919, and later, 
in 1924, became head librarian, a po- 
sition she held until her death in 
1950. 

During her librarianship, she was 
active in the Arkansas Historical So- 
ciety, The Arkansas Library Associa- 
tion and the A. L. A. Although not 
holding offices, she served on several 
committees and could always be 
counted on for helpful contributions. 
Her outstanding achievement while 
at Fort Smith was a collection of his- 
torical publications concerning Ark- 
ansas. This collection has been made 
a memorial to her and is entitled, 
“The Katie L. Pardew Arkansas Col- 
lection”.

WILLIAM DOW JETER 


William Dow Jeter became con- 
nected with the DeQueen Public Li- 
brary in 1941. It was through Mr. 
Jeter’s efforts that Sevier County was 
able to obtain, with state aid, a coun- 
ty library. He served as assistant 
county librarian, and librarian for the 
city of DeQueen until 1943 when he 
became county librarian. It was also 
due to his efforts that a Southwest 
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Arkansas demonstrational library 
was set up January 1, 1946. This con- 
tinued until June 30, 1947. After the 
Southwest Arkansas Regional Li- 
brary became a reality, Mr. Jeter 
became city librarian. 


In 1947 Mr. Jeter was instrumental 
in getting the Business and Profes- 
sional Women’s Club of DeQueen to 
buy a building, located on a choice 
downtown lot, to house the city li- 
brary. In 1948 it was greatly due 
to Mr. Jeter that a one-cent county 
library tax was passed with a large 
majority. 

When Mr. Jeter began his services 
to the library it was poorly equipped 
and poorly stocked. He gave unstint- 
ingly of his time and often served 
with little pay. The Sevier County 
library system is much advanced due 
solely to Mr. Jeter’s tireless energy, 
and it stands as a memorial to a man 
who wholeheartedly loved books and 
people. 


Mr. Jeter was exceptionally well 
qualified for library work, as he had 
spent his entire life in educational 
activities. He had been connected 
with the schools of Arkansas over a 
long period of time. During that 
time he was Superintendent of the 
Harrison and Conway schools. He 
had library training at George Pea- 
body College for Teachers in Nash- 
ville, Tennessee. Not only DeQueen 
and Sevier County, but the whole 
state of Arkansas has lost a staunch 
friend of all its library interests.

KOREAN BIBLIOGRAPHY OF 107 PAGES PUBLISHED BY 
LIBRARY OF CONGRESS EXACTLY A MONTH AFTER 
INVASION OF SOUTH KOREA BY NORTHERN TROOPS! 


The Library of Congress on Mon- 
day, July 24, published a preliminary 
bibliography on Korea. The list, con- 
taining 107 pages, represents the im- 
mediately available and significant 
references which provide informa- 
tion about the land, its people, and 
its development, with emphasis on 
publications issued since 1930. The 
three principal sections present ma- 
terials in Western languages, 76 
pages, Slavic languages (mainly Rus- 
sian), 8 pages, and Oriental languages 
(mainly Japanese with some in Ko- 
rean and Chinese), 23 pages. De- 
scriptions of contents have been in- 
cluded for the two sections listing 
materials in Oriental and Slavic lan- 
guages. 

The materials are arranged in al- 
phabetical order by author within 


subject classes. Western language 
publications concerned with Korean 
politics and government, with major 
emphasis on the period since occupa- 
tion, 1945, cover 14 pages; economic 
conditions, 15 pages; social conditions, 
7 pages. Slavic and Japanese lan- 
guage materials, which are listed sep- 
arately, supplement these Western 
language publications. Other sections 
within the language groups include 
bibliographies; handbooks and guide 
books; description and travel; geo- 
graphy; history; language and liter- 
ature; art and music; and maps. The 
total of 632 references, includes offi- 
cial documents, books, and pamph- 
lets, magazine articles in the Western 
and Slavic languages and a list of 
periodicals which contain material on 
Korea and the Far East. 


DR. LEIGH REPORTS? 


Fewer and larger public library 
systems, together with a 50 percent 
increase in annual expenditures for 
library operations, are possible in the 
next decade and would result for the 
first time in a “truly national library 
service” for the whole United States. 

These are the two major findings 
of the recently-completed Public Li- 
brary Inquiry, as set forth in the 
general report of the Inquiry by its 
director, Robert D. Leigh. The full 
report was published in August in 
book form by Columbia University 
Press under the title, The Public 
Library in the United States. 

Instead of the present 7,408 sep- 
arate public library units, which pro- 
vide inadequate service in many 
parts of the country and no service 
at all for 35,000,000 Americans, “we 


might have less than a thousand pub- 
lic library systems, which together 
would serve the whole population”, 
according to Dr. Leigh’s report. 


Some of these, the report continues, 
“would be the familiar city systems 
having a headquarters library and a 
number of branches. But by exten- 
sion, contract, or other cooperative 
arrangement, a city system would 
serve the whole metropolitan region 
of which it is the center. Outside 
the cities the large numbers of small 
and middle-sized libraries would con- 
tinue to serve the communities which 
created them. But they would be re- 
lated to other libraries in groups to 
constitute regional library systems 
with general pools of books and other 
materials, with specialized profes- 
sional personnel available for gui-

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dance throughout the system, with 
a centralized system of reference and 
for processing of books and materials, 
usually located in the largest library 
in the system. 


“Each library within the system”, 
the report emphasizes, “would have 
its own appointed librarian and li- 
brary board, could order its own 
books and could carry on its own 
distinctive library services. But in 
addition, its patrons might through 
it have access to a pooled book col- 
lection totaling at least 100,000 vol- 
umes.” 


“The first significant fact with re- 
gard to library expenditures”, ac- 
cording to the report, “is their rel- 
ative insignificance. In 1948-49 the 
United States spent just under $100,- 
000,000 on its public libraries. Al- 
though there has been an average 
annual increase of 15 percent in ex- 
penditures in the last four years, 
public library outlays have not 
grown in relation to all other public 
expenditures. The present total is 
less than one-sixth of one percent of 
the public budget for operating the 
public services of all kinds. It is 
only a little more than two percent 
of the expenditures for the nation’s 
public schools.” 


In fact, the report declares, Amer- 
icans spend half as much again on 
billiards and bowling alleys as they 
do on public libraries. 


If the nation’s public libraries were 
reorganized into only 1,000 systems 
instead of nearly 7,500 units, and if 
the programs of school and research 
libraries were coordinated with them, 
these three “networks”, Dr. Leigh 
believes, “would provide people of 
all ages in all places in the United 
States with abundant opportunity to 
learn so far as library materials can 
give that opportunity. This would 
mean that children in every town 
and village and school district would 
have available the wealth of modern 
and classic children’s books and that 
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their parents would be advised and 
stimulated in the guidance of their 
children’s reading by librarians who 
know what children’s literature is 
best adapted to all ages. 


“It would mean that the woman’s 
club chairman would receive skilled 
guidance and selected materials for 
her study program of the year and 
that the musicians of a town would 
have a library of music books, rec- 
ords, and scores no one of them could 
afford to own. It would mean that 
the serious, specialized worker living 
many miles from the nearest village 
would, via bookmobile, regional li- 
brary and area bibliographical cen- 
ter, have available to him the special- 
ized literature of his field. 


“Every adult seeking information 
or reading for his own interests and 
needs would have recourse to a li- 
brary and the services of a librarian 
to help him get what he wants. In 
the broadest sense, his library would 
be the library resources of the whole 
country.” 


Dr. Leigh warns, however, that 
“local sources of taxation are so lim- 
ited in most states that if public libra- 
ries are to approach the objectives 
of service laid down by their leaders 
there should be some participation 
by the state in their financial sup- 
port. State aid to public libraries 
hitherto has been so extremely small 
that it has scarcely affected either 
the quality or quantity of library ser- 
vice for the country as a whole. 


Dr. Leigh also sees a need for “fed- 
eral grants of modest amounts in aid 
of specified state programs for build- 
ing larger library units in areas 
where they do not exist.” He warns, 
however, that “if the federal funds 
are not to be wasted in some of the 
states having grossly inadequate state 
library staffs and funds, the creation 
of an adequate state library unit 
must be a condition for the grant.” 


He believes that “with such a pro- 
vision Federal grants in the next 
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decade would serve to stimulate the 
development of a modern public li- 
brary program. 


The possible and desirable program 
of larger units and increased expendi- 
tures, it is pointed out, are objectives 
upon which librarians are officially 
agreed. 

One difficulty, the Inquiry found, 
lies in the nation’s library schools. 
Many of them, Dr. Leigh contends, 
“are too small, too poor in budgetary 
and faculty resources and equipment 
to provide the instruction, research, 
and leadership called for if public 
libraries are to move significantly 
toward their accepted objectives.” 


The Inquiry found that ten percent 
horizontal increase in professional li- 
brary salaries would probably suffice 
to put them on a plane of compara- 
tive equality with the professional 
groups with which libraries are in 
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direct competition in recruiting per- 
sonnel. 


“Librarians”, Dr. Leigh says, “are 
not at present clearly defined or fully 
organized as a professional group. 
Perhaps they may best be categorized 
as a skilled occupation on its way to 
becoming an organized profession.” 
On the other hand, the Inquiry study 
“established a solid factual base for 
correcting the caricatures” of libra- 
rians “that have arisen from the al- 
most universal human tendency to 
assume the existence of general occu- 
pational characteristics from a few 
exceptional cases. Librarians have 
been pictured frequently as acidulous 
old maids, timid, retiring bookworms, 
or sweet impractical idealists, as mas- 
culine women and feminine men. 
The Inquiry findings lead to the con- 
clusion that as a group librarians 
have backgrounds, interests and tem- 
peraments normal for persons en- 
gaged in the intellectual occupations.” 


COUPONS, THE NEW INTERNATIONAL CURRENCY; 


18 MONTHS OF UNESCO BOOK COUPON SCHEME!

It is eighteen months _ since 
UNESCO first launched its Book 
Coupon scheme, designed to provide 
easier and cheaper access to foreign 
publications and particularly to en- 
able soft currency areas to buy from 
hard currency markets. 


The success of the scheme and the 
measure in which it fills a real need 
can be judged by the results already 
achieved. To date, fifteen countries 
have joined and $470,519 worth of 
book coupons have been issued. Pay- 
ment for coupons sold amounts to 
$151,160. 

Four countries participate in the 
scheme as booksellers only. They 


are the United States, Belgium, the 
Netherlands and Switzerland. The 
others — Burma, Czechoslovakia, 
Egypt, France, Hungary, India, Israel, 
Italy, Persia, the United Kingdom 
and the Union of South Africa— 
are mainly purchasers although in the 
case of France and England they are 
also substantial vendors. 


The United States, which is the 
largest single bookselling country in 
the scheme—$83,977 worth of coupons 
were redeemed there up to June l, 
1950—may shortly become a buyer 
as well. Negotiations are now on 
hand with the Library of Congress 
to use UNESCO Book Coupons for

this experience, it is hoped to induce 
other American libraries to use book 
coupons for their purchases in order 
to increase the hard currency re- 
serves of the scheme. 


For hard currency reserves are im- 
portant. As of June 1, 1950, they 
amounted to $154,000, and it is this 
which enables UNESCO to redeem 
in hard currency coupons sold for 
soft currency and used in payment 
for dollar or other hard currency pur- 
chases. 


Because of its success, the Book 
Coupon Scheme was extended early 
this year to cover films and scien- 
tific material. So far, Egypt, France, 
india, the Union of South Africa, 
Switzerland and the United States 
(the last two as supplying countries 
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only), have joined both the Film and 
Science Coupon Schemes, and Bel- 
gium has agreed to supply films. 


Already, $96,000 worth of science 
coupons and $31,500 worth of film 
coupons have been issued. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the most 
important suppliers in participating 
countries and they have promised a 
discount of not less than 5 per cent 
to cover part of UNESCO’s overhead 
expense in connection with the 
scheme. 


UNESCO coupons of all three va- 
rieties are being offered for sale 
through UNESCO Science Corpora- 
tion Offices in Cairo, Istanbul, New 
Delhi and Shanghai. These offices 
have proved extremely helpful in 
negotiating with governments in 
their respective areas and also as in- 
formation centers where would-be 
purchasers can consult catalogues of 
books, films and scientific material. 


LIBRARY OF CONGRESS EXHIBITS EARLIEST AND 
FINEST PRINTED BOOKS' 


A selection of some of its oldest 
and finest printed books was on dis- 
play this summer in the Library of 
Congress. The exhibition was ar- 
ranged at the suggestion of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union, which 
held its 92nd annual convention in 
Washington from August 19 through 
August 25. The display, located in 
the Rare Books Division, remained 
in place until the end of August. 


The earliest volume in the exhibit 
was a vellum copy of the third book 
to supply the date of its printing, 
Guillelmus Duranti’s Rationale di- 
vinorum officiorum, printed by Jo- 
hann Fust and Peter Schoeffer on 
October 6, 1459. Of comparable in- 
terest was an early volume from the 
Lessing J. Rosenwald Collection; this 
is the 1460 edition of Johannes Bal- 


bus’ Catholicon, the first book to re- 
cord its place of printing, Mainz. It 
also contains the earliest reference 
in print to the invention of movable 
metal types. This reference reads in 
part: “this excellent book . . . has 
been brought to completion in the 
year ... 1460—not by means of reed, 
stylus, or quill, but with the miracu- 
lous concurrence of punches and 
types cast in moulds.” The phraseol- 
ogy of the complete reference is so 
unassuming that many students of 
the history of printing believe that 
only Johann Gutenberg, the inventor 
of printing, could have written it. 


Other incunabula, a term applied 
to books printed during the last fifty 
years of the fifteenth century, in- 
cludes copies on vellum of Cicero’s 
De officis (1465) from the Rosenwald

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Collection; St. Jerome’s Epistolae 
(1470), illuminated with an interest- 
ing miniature of the saint in study; 
a Missal of 1493 prepared for the dio- 
cese of Wurzburg containing a col- 
ored wood-cut of the Crucifixion; and 
the largest book printed on vellum 
in the Library’s collection measuring, 
when open, 34 by 22 inches, a Roman 
Gradual of 1500 comprising the musi- 
cal portions of the Mass. 


Among the early books on paper 
are copies of the third edition of 
Augustine’s City of God printed at 
Rome by Conrad Sweynheym and 
Arnold Pannartz in 1470; Eusebius’ 
De evangelica preparatione, printed 
at Venice in 1470 and displaying Nic- 
olaus Jenson’s fine font of Roman 
types which so strongly influenced 
types which are used today, and the 
first English edition of the Golden 
Legend printed at Westminster about 
1483 by William Caxton, the first 
English printer.

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A BOOK ABOUT H. W. WILSON COMPANY IS NEWS? 


An intimate story on a subject 
close to every librarian’s heart is told 
in a new book published by the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota Press, The 
H. W. Wilson Company: Half a Cen- 
tury of Bibliographic Publishing, 
($3.00) by John Lawler. As every 
librarian knows, the great basic li- 
brary services and indexes published 
by the Wilson Company are indis- 
pensable working tools of the modern 
library. 


But even to most librarians, the 
story behind such Wilson reference 
works as the Cumulative Book Index, 
the Reader’s Guide to Periodical Lit- 
erature and the Book Review Digest 
is little known. 


The cards and pages of these cata- 
logs leap to life as John Lawler tells 
in vivid narrative how they came to 
be what they are, and what manner 
of people make them. In his book, 


the author takes the reader on a 
journey, first back to the 1880’s when 
Halsey W. Wilson’s “bibliographic 
urge” was germinating in a small 
venture at the University of Minne- 
sota, then through the anecdotal 
years of development of his unique 
idea, and finally into the vast opera- 
tion that is the Wilson firm today. 


Lawler, an experienced newspaper- 
man, imparts revealing detail with 
a keen reporter’s eye. Thus he de- 
scribes how the indexes are made up, 
step by step, with specific examples, 
following single listing through the 
maze of processing. He explains 
how classifications and subject head- 
ings are evolved through careful 
deliberation. The basis and work- 
ings of the service charge plan are 
outlined clearly. A selected list of 
Wilson indexes and services is given 
in an Appendix.

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NEWS NOTES 


Approximately one hundred per- 
sons from Mississippi county attended 
the unveiling of a bronze memorial 
tablet honoring the late Judge W. J. 
Driver at the Mississippi County Li- 
brary in Osceola in August. The 
late congressman donated the build- 
ing site of the present library. Two 
granddaughters of the donor un- 
veiled the tablet which was presented 
by the Osceola Progressive Club. 


Twenty-eight years ago on June 
27. 1922, the Stuttgart Public Library 
began its life of service to the com- 
munity. It was originally located in 
one room of the court house, and was 
called the Stuttgart Woman’s Club 
Public Library. The Woman’s Club 
had begun ten years earlier for the 
express purpose of establishing a li- 
brary. All the club members took 
turns serving as librarian. The li- 
brary contained 600 volumes, many 
of them used books which had been 
donated. Receipts for the first 
month, including fines and revenue 
for pay books, amounted to forty 
cents. In 1924, the library had its 
first paid librarian, the city donated 
fifty dollars, and the library became 
known as the Stuttgart Public Li- 
brary. It has been in its present 
location since 1926 when a room was 
made available by the American Le- 
gion in the Legion building. A dis- 
play of figurines, the work of local 
artists, was placed in the Stuttgart 
Public Library as part of the week- 
long Founding Day celebration.

Speakers 
were John Trice, Arkansas State De- 
pariment of Education, and Miss 
Irene Mason and Miss Mary Louise 
Giraud, Arkansas Library Commis- 
sion. On the following day, Septem- 
ber 6, a workshop was held for ad- 
ministrators and teachers of Hemp- 
stead county, with emphasis on va- 
rious subject fields.
